Sparks From Mark 

Last weekend we launched our pledge drive 
to raise the $125,000,000 needed for our 
worship space and classroom project. We had 
a very successful first weekend in which we 
raised over half of the funds needed—61 
parishioners pledge $63, 299.00. We are off 
to a great start! 

It is our goal to finish our pledge drive within 
the next two weeks. We want to have the 
$125,000.00 pledge by Sunday June 5. I 
know that this will be possible if every one in 
the parish will commit themselves to a two 
year pledge, and I know for many, this will 
be a great sacrifice. 

Our hope and goal is that everyone in the 
parish will fill out a pledge card regardless of 
how much one is able to pledge, that is 
between you and the Lord to decide the 
amount. I think it is interesting to note that as 
we launched our pledge drive last weekend 
the daily readings for Mass on this past 
Tuesday May 24, affirms God blessings and 
generosity to those who give with an open 
heart. We read in Sirach 35. 7-10: 

u In a generous spirit pay homage to the 

LORD, 

be not sparing of freewill gifts. 

With each contribution show a cheerful 
countenance, 

and pay your tithes in a spirit of joy. 

Give to the Most High as he has given to you, 
generously, according to your means. 

For the LORD is one who always repays, 
and he will give back to you sevenfold. ” 

Let this reading from Sirach touch our hearts 
and let God multiply our gifts seven fold.

Sacrament A Resource of the B ishops ’ Committee 
on the Liturgy USCCB Publishing 

12. How often should adoration of the exposed 
Blessed Sacrament occur? “It is recommended 
that in... churches and oratories [where the 
Eucharist is regularly reserved] an annual solemn 
exposition of the Most Blessed Sacrament be held 
for an appropriate period of time, even if not 
continuous, so that the local community more 
profoundly meditates on and adores the eucharstic 
mystery.” Thus, every pastor should arrange 
annually for solemn exposition and adoration of 
the Blessed Sacrament.

For the Ride Home 

The Body of Christ 
May 29, 2005 

Scripture 

■ Who guided you through the vast and 
terrible desert with its seraph serpents 
and scorpions, its parched and waterless 
ground; who brought forth water for you 
from the flinty rock and fed you in the 
desert with manna, (Deuteronomy 
8:15,16) 

■ With the best of wheat he fills you. 
(Psalm 147:14) 

■ The cup of blessing that we bless, is it 
not a participation in the blood of 
Christ? 1 Corinthians 10:16) 

■ Unless you eat the flesh of the Son of 
Man and drink his blood, you do not 
have life within you. (John 6:53) 

■ For my flesh is true food, and my blood 
is true drink. (John 6:55) 

Reflection 

■ Have you journeyed through the desert 
of hard times or spiritual despair? Was 
God with you? Was a community with 
you? 

■ Do you journey alone or with a 
community? 

■ Is your community limited to those who 
are living now? 

■ Will you starve without the Lord’s 
presence in the Eucharist? 

■ Is the Eucharist an individual or 
community celebration? 

We tend to think of individual human beings 
as unconnected until they choose to become 
connected either because it is useful or 
because of some natural attraction. But there 
is an important biblical alternative to this 
interpretation, in many ways countercultural. 
We are all children of the same God, with the 
same earth as our common home. We are 
inter-related and interdependent. We have no 
choice about whether we live in relationship. 
Our only choices are whether we tell the truth 
about our social existence and whether we 
live in ways that redeem the relational web 
that is always and forever the matrix of our 
becoming. 

It (Body of Christ) is a way of being in the 
world with one another and with Christ 
because of who God is. The body of Jesus in 
life, the Body of Christ in the Easter event, 
the Body of Christ who we are, the Body of 
Christ in the Eucharist, and the Body of 
Christ that we become more fully in the 
resurrection of the body - all these belong 
together in Body’s (of Christ) total meaning. 1
